WHEAL’ LOPES. 

The following reports of the managing director and of the agents were 

read at the bi-monthly meeting, held the 12th of May, at the offices, No. 3, 
Old Broad-street :— 

At this, your first legally constituted meeting, a quorum not having been 
formed at the last, it may be desirable to recapituiate ‘the circumstances 
under which Wheal Lopes was re-opened, and the conditions on which 
the public were invited to join in the adventure. 

Wheal Lopes is an old mine; I have traced the workings of the “ald 
men” to a remote period; and Sir Massey Lopes has informed me that a 
lease of the sett was granted in 1760. It was, however, last worked by 
the Plymouth and Dartmoor Mining Company till the end of the year 
1845, when it was abandoned for want of funds, much to the regret of. the 
adventurers, as the Seeing oa from the reports of a meeting held 
July 5, 1844, will show.

I need not say thatif fands are available it will be more 
economical to employ as many men in opening the mine as the several points ee, 
than to =? a smaller number of men, requiring a longer time to accomplish the 
same work. By energetic and persevering working the mine will probably be found 
of value, especially at deeper levels.

Taz Panstow Distaicr.—lIt is with no small amount of pleasure the 
inhabitants of Padstow observe another step towards bringing out a good mine in their 
neighbourhood.

The Nonpareil, which was 
hourly expected at Adelaide from Melbourne, was to be the bearer of much macbi- 
nery for this purpose. The specimens from the reef are represented as being very 
rich, and highly encouraging to gold mining enterprise in that locality. Hitherto 
South Australia has been but little thought of for auriferous quartz production, as it 
was so completely eclipsed by the marvellous discoveries in Victoria; but it does not 
follow that it may not prove ultimately rich in this respect, and the several new de- 

osits which have recently been met with, lead to the conclusion that the sequel will 
be of much moment. The race is not always to the swift; andalthough South Aus- 
tralia has been slow, she may prove sure in taking as high a rank, as a producer 
of the precious metal, as she is undoubtedly entitled to in the yield of copper.

On these data, therefore, itis evi- 
dent that, if the discoveries of gold continue to be made, their produce will do nothing 
more than keep pace with the amazing magnitude of mercantile transactions which 
are expanding year by year ina manner quite as marvellous as the opening up of the 
auriferous resources of different parts of the world.

Lunp Hitt Corirery Expitosion—Verpict or tHe Jury.—The in- 
quest on the sufferers by this explosion was resumed on Thursday, when some import- 
ant evidence was given by Mr. Nicholas Wood. He explained the system of working 
and ventilation at Lund Hill: the Barnsley bed of coal contains a quantity of inflam- 
mable gas, which escapes to the surface; so that at a little depth there is compara- 
tively none. The coal was worked by board-gates and banks. In this pit the banks 
were ultimately 60 yards wide, and the roof was allowed to fallover this space. The 
roof produced no ges; but as the coal produced gas, the roof was filled, and formed a 
magazine. At Lund Hi!! they had “ followed up banks ;” that is, taken it away in 
breadths. This involves the use of light on the two sides, as well asin the ends of 
the barks. Candles being used at Lund H'‘"', gas com'ng out of the banks was liable 
to become ignited. With regard to the ventila!‘on, the Jeatcies of air passing was 
betwen 50,000 and 60,000 cubic feet per m‘nute, which judiciourly circulated, was 
safficient to render the pit safe, if worked with s2‘ety-lamps. The discipline wes ex- 
tremely lax. Hedid not thirk thatthe ieoition oceurred at the furnace, burthat the 
probab'!'ties are, that it arose irom a saaden fa!! of stone, forcing *1e gas from the 
goaves upon the naked lights. At one moment the g. .w°s may have been examined 
and found to be free from ge-, and a fa'' of roof may almost immer ‘ately a:tr have 
forced the gas upon the 'ights. He thinks that if safety-lamps bad been exclusively 
employed, the explosion would not have occurred. Thessstem of ¢'sir.buting the air 
might be altered with advantage ; but no system of ta! ‘ng away 9" the coal could be 
safely carcied on without the ase of safety-lamp=. _Mr. George E!' ott added his testi- 
mony to the extreme danger of working «0 ‘nd‘serim‘ 74tely with need lights, es ap- 
peared to have prevailed in the Lund H'll pit. Nine-tent‘is of the trap doors should 
be dispensed with. Mr. J. T. Woodhouse had a very strong opivion that the Lund 
Hil pit could only be safely worked by the use of «afety-lamps—he referred to real 
safety-lamps. He wished to bear witn~ss to the extraor¢‘niry : »ivity displayed by 
Messrs. Webster, Maddison, Cve, and others, in explor.ng after .e explosion, Mr. 
Holt, the other engineer engaged in restoring and examining the pit, concurred in 
the evidence of Messrs. Wood, Elliott, and Woodhouse. The incuest was then ad- 
journed to yesterday, when the coroner charged the jury in an audress of an hour's 
dutation. The jury deliberated for a s'm‘'ar perio! and then returned * ie fo' lowing 
verdict :—** Tne jury are of opinion that Abrahan Tarner, Thomas Grey, and cthers, 
met with their deaths from the effects consequent upon an explosion of carbure. 2d 
hydrogen gas in the Lund H"'! Coal Mine, on Feb. 19 les, but the immediate cause 
of such explosion there is not any conclusive or sufficient eviden + toshow. The jury 
cannot come to the conclusion that it wascriminally negligent. but accidental; they, 
however, must condemn the laxity of ¢‘scipline, and the non-observance o/ the rules, 
allowed by the manager and bis deputiesat the Lond Hi!l M'ne. The jary also begto 
add that they fully concur in the remarks made by Messrs. We J Elliott, and Wood 
house, that an improved system of ven! ‘lation and a beiter subdivision thereof is re- 
quisite to be adopted, especially where day axd night sh‘fts are worked; they a!soap- 
prove generally the remarks of those gent iemen in reference t > rafety-lamps, and other 
valuable suggestions made by them in their evidence yesterday. _ 

The jury are aleo glad that, altaough the sabject of the education of the working 
miners was not e''uded t> bv the before-mentioned gentlemen, yet that omission has 
been remedied in the able caarge of the «oroner; and the jary cannot too forcibly 
recommend that every practical effort shov'd be resorted to to raise the miners to a 
higher moral and mental condition than is now unhappily too prevalent. The jury 
also beg to report their admiration and approval of the heroic conduct of Messrs, 
Webster, Maddison, and others, ‘n their arduous and dangerous efforts to recover the 
bodies. The jary cannot close their remarks on th'saw/v'ly disastrous accident with- 
out expressing their deep and he artfelt sympathy for the bereaved sufferers. They 
are of opinion that the proprietors of the colliery were not cognizant of the laxity of 
the tonduct of their underviewer, deputies, and workmen,” 

It appears that the Guard‘ans of the Poor connected with the Barnsley Union have 
takena very uncharitable view of the necessities of the unfortunate widows and orphans 
of the men who lost their lives by the Lund Hi!' explosion, having not only afforded them 
the smallest possible avsistance where they were compelled t> give some relief, but 
qnestioned the right of those who had received any poriion of the subscriptions made 
by the benevolent towards allev.at'ng the'r ‘stress, to any relief whatever. Thein- 
timation, however, given by certa‘n subscribers ia Sheffieid, and elsewhere, wil! pro- 
bably prevent this course being persevered in, as they state that they shall not con- 
sider themselves called upon to pay their subscrini ons ‘f they thereby prevent the 
recipients from obtaining assistance rom the gaard’ars. In reference to e2me remarks 
en the Davy lamp and co!'‘ery explosion, Mr. E. C .yley rem'nvs the public that the 
Davy lamp is not safe in explosive atmosphere, and on'y shows its presence ; it should, 
therefore, be put out immec‘ately upon fire-damp being present. No hole should be 
blasted until the overman has examined for gas. The chief objection to the Davy 
lamp is the extremely doll |ight, which he proposes, in a measure, to remedy by cover- 
ing the wire-gauze w.th silver; thie,as.alsosagg sted by Mr. R. Plant, could be cheaply 

fected by the electro process, and plac’ 1g the flame of the lamp upon a polished cone, 
kept bright. As it is presumed that expiosion« can never be entirely prevented, the 
establishment of a “‘ consolidated fund,” somewhat on the system of the Cornish doo- 
tor and club fund, is proposed; but the management of this jand would be at the 
disposal of the workmen, instead of being at the mercy of the adventurers, and, there- 
fore, the abandonment, or change of proprietorsbip, in a mine would not cause the 
total loss of the funds subscribed. Werethis course carried out in its integrity, there 
would, in fature, be little necessity for ** public appeal” upon the occurrence of each 
explosion ; and the independence of those bereft by an accident would bs maintained.

Boycott, of Blaina, appears one of the most practical that has yet 
appeared, as all pulleys and similar contrivances are dispensed with, and yet there 
appears equal certainty of the door closing itself, and no increase in the force re- 
quired in opening it when requisite. It appears, however, that he only provision- 
ally specified, and I, therefore, wieh you to inform me whether the idea was not 
new, or what was the reason the patent was not obtained.—M.: Newcastle, May 18. 


Iaoyx Sarp-BvILDING.—There are various suggestions from time to time on the sub- 
ject, which have been forwarded to the Admiralty, as well as to ironmasters and 
shipowners. The Government is proverbially slow in its movements. A few nights 
since, Lord Clarence Paget gave it as his opinion that sailing vessels were better 
than steamers. Many of the naval officers of the present day are very deficient in 
steam seamanship, and therefore willing to discourage the di ion of any improve- 
ment of which they are practically ignorant, Nots#ithstanding an examina bas 
to be passed previous to a person becoming an officer in the royal navy, as much 
nepotism and patronage exists there as in other public departments.

t has been argued by the promoters that the effect of the measure wil] 
not be felt by the mining community, and when we consider that this line 
of argument was adopted in support of the Rating of Mines Bill, 1856 in 
which the taxation was to be direct, and yet had a powerful influence 
upon the minds of many, how much more weight will be attached to thig 
statement when it is simply proposed to rate royalties, It must, how. 
ever, be borne in mind that the question should not be viewed in this light 
at all, but that it should be re as an indirect tax upon mining enter. 
prise generally ; and although the mining community might not indiyj. 
dually feel any direct pressure from the imposition, it is certain that the 
passing of such a measure would have the effect of causing the abandon. 
ment of many promising progressive and speculative mines. It is said by 
those in favour of the bill that the lord incurs a risk by allowing his pro- 
perty to be mutilated, without any other remuneration than the prospect 
of a proportion of such profits as may be realised ; but we shall hereafter 
endeavour to prove that this is not the fact, since too frequently the ad. 
venturers do not realise the smallest amount of dividend until years after 
the lord has commenced receiving returns. 

It being the invariable custom to pay lords’ dues upon every parce) of 
ore sold, without consideration as to whether such ore has been raised gt 
& loss or at a profit, it is evident that the taxation of dues would press 
much more heavily upon mining than the taxation of profits; for, as it 
would be impossible to compel the lords to take a fixed maximum royalty 
the rate would commence from the earliest period of the mine returning 
ore, instead of from the time of its reaching a dividend-paying state, This 
fact must not be lost sight of, since it will undoubtedly be proved, should 
a bill be passed for rating royalties, that the burden will ultimately fa) 
upon the adventurer; and further, that the adventurer will have to pa 
a far larger sum to the lord than he would be called upon to pay were the 
taxation direct. As an instance, we will suppose a mine to be workin 
at 1-20th dues, and the rate to be levied upon 600/. for the year. It wi 
be apparent that there must be 12,0007, worth of ore raised by the adven. 
turers; and that, although the adventurers may have lost 500/. per month 
—an amount frequently lost during the Rm of a mine returning but

Now, the lord will argue, we think not very unjustly, that if he pa 
the rate, he reduces his profit the amount of hatieee ont . he has pod | 
for a certain percentage, he is entitled to the amount which that percent. 
age would produce. This being his opinion, he will take the earliest op. 
portunity to make such —em a8 will secure him at least 600/. nett 
upon every 12,0007, worth of ore sold, and he can only do 40 by raising 
the royalty. As this would be the inevitable effect upon the adventurer, 
we contend that our assertion, that the taxation of sapelliae would be quite 
as oppressive, if not even more so, than the direct system, which it wag 
proposed to introduce during the last parliament, is not untenable, and 
that the idea of laying the burden, nominally, upon the lord is only an 
endeavour to effect the same object, as was attempted on the former occa. 
sion, in a less open and legitimate manner. In the instance of the mine 
alluded to, and assuming the loss to be 500/. per month, the gross injus- 
tice of further taxation cannot be disputed. 

The adventurers who have undertaken to work a mine which distri. 
butes 18,000/. per annum amongst the working classes are to be further 
taxed for poor-rates, although they are actually expending their money 
in keeping a large number of men and their families from becoming 
chargeable upon those rates. If this be the Bape to be adopted b 
our legislators, there can be little doubt that the number of our poor will 
be considerably increased, and that the spirit of independence which is 
now exhibited by the working miner perhaps more than by any other 
portion of the working classes, will be in a great measure checked. 

It would appear that the large amount of profit returued by our regular 
dividend-paying mines has induced the opinion that an additional burden 
can be thrown upon all mines with impunity; but a little consideration 
of the question will entirely dispel this idea, since it will be found that 
not more than 20 per cent of the public mines in work return dividends, 
and as no mine can continue productive for ever, the greatest amount of 
encouragement is n to cause the opening up of new and untried 
districts, to replace the old mines as they become exhausted. Again, the 
exportation of mining produce, in the shape of metal and manufactured 
articles, is continually upon the increase, and unless the same exemption 
from taxation as has hitherto existed be maintained, many mines which 
there is little doubt will ultimately become highly valuable will be aban- 
doned. It is to the mining and manufacturing industries, and more es- 
pecially to the former, that England owes much of her commercial pros- 
perity; and this fact being now evident to the legislators of foreign coun- 
tries, it has become the general policy of their respective Governments to 
remove every impediment to the perfect development of their mineral 
wealth. Within the last ten years Prussia has reduced the taxes levied 
upon mines to about the one-fiftieth part —levying now little more than 1s, 
where she formerly took 50s.; and the Governments of France and else- 
where have also been gradually adopting measures to secure the advance- 
ment of mining. 

It is true that the reforms in all quarters are not carried out in the same 
spirited manner, but there can be no question that the opinion is very ge- 
neral that ones aids materially in increasing the prosperity of a nation. 
Yet, with these facts before him, we find an attempt made by an English 
Member of Parliament, and one, too, representing one of our greatest 
mining districts, to introduce a bill for augmenting the burdens which 
the miner has to bear, apparently for the sole object of benefiting a few 
landowners of the district, regardless of the effect of the measure, either 
upon the other portion of the inhabitants, or upon the country generally. 
Of the new committee, however, there are some who, unless they act di- 
rectly in violation of their promise, will use their best endeavours to se- 
cure a fair and impartial consideration of the subject before reporting on 
its merits, and we trust that their efforts, combined with the exertions of 
the miners and mine adventurers themselves, will not only be the means 
of preventing the passing of _ measure for rating mines, directly or indi- 
rectly, to the poor-rate, but settling the question incontestibly and for ever. 





Notwithstanding the importance of our mineral branches of industry as 
& source of wealth, yet —- it cannot but be admitted, is somewhat in 
disrepute ; for this state of affairs various causes are assigned, sometimes 
it is stated that a stigma is cast on an adventure owing to the false repre- 
sentations of the promoters, now the brokers and salnien are blamed, 
and lastly, great culpability is sometimes attached to theagent on account 
of the glowing and fallacious reports which are occasionally put forward 
in order to entrap the public, and induce a number of gulls and willing 
dupes to part with their money. In our opinion, the greatest blame at- 
taches to the adventurers themselves: no one purchases an article at a shop 
unless he has thoroughly examined it, and judged whether it is of the 
value represented ; in many cases he may be deceived, but then he has 
taken the proper a to protect his own interest, and has only made 
a bad bargain, which the most careful and cautious of us is liable to. But 
how isit when he traffics in m shares? In the majority of instances, 


deceived by delusive reports, ke imagines he shall grow suddenly rich, 
without the labour of ind ,.and it is playing on this feelin which has 
allowed so many knaves to h themselves at the expense of the vaat herd 


of fools. If dividends are paid they are satisfied; never attend public 
meetings, or exercise the test supervision over those whom they have 
elected to direct and guide their interests, It is the laxity and inatten- 
tion on the part of adventurers and shareholders in mines, banks, and 
railways, which allow figantic frauds to be committed; many smal! pro- 
perties have had their Rossows and Repratus, who would have plundered 
to as great an extent as these convicts have done, had the amount they 
were entrusted with been sufficiently large. As it is, in several instances 
in a proportionate rate, they have a to their own personal uses 
larger sums. The tone of public morality, as far as regards speculation, 
it cannot be denied, is a disgrace to the British nation. The cha- 
racter of the honest trader is now no longer the boast of Englishmen, the 
examples of the last year showing that pets ag as bad as our neigh- 
bours, although the system of Bourse specula so rife in France, 
not yet here, as there, contaminated all classes of society from the 

to the peasant. This evil, we here reiterate, can only be remedied by the 
shareholders exercising @ and supervision over both directors 
and auditors, at the same time should investigate the merita of the 
adventure with which they are to be connected, and especially 
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guard themselves against their own cupidity and delusive ideas. If this 
advice be followed out in the integrity with which it is offered, we shall 
then not have to record the disasters of so many unthinking dupes, or the 
fortune of a few successful rogues. 

Among the harpies who in general we stn al par per ig 

are those individuals who style ves “promoters,” and who, out 
of preliminary expenses, endeavour, and in some instances successfully to 
appropriate to themselves the lion’s share, though what duties they have 
performed it is difficult te arrive at, The shareholders of the Unity and 
the Western Bank must have been surprised at the preliminary expenses 
in both these undertakings. Among the promoters of the latter we recog- 
nise two of our mining friends, both of whom have been connected with 
defunct companies, the one the Dalecarlian, and the other the Asturian. 
The former had but a brief career, while the latter carried on @ long lin- 
ring existence, and the promoter there managed to become a liquidator, 
en a trustee, and in all the phases of its existence had always a finger 
in the pie, y of this class are totally rant of mining, nor do they 
care for it as an enterprise in any way, their only object being to traffic 
in the shares, to obtain a good price for their scrip, careless whether the 
adventure be carried on or not. There is something to be made for pro- 
moting, a little may be made at the winding-up, or the resuscitation, as the 
case may be—in fact, ‘“‘ company making” has become a trade, and there 
are many individuals who abandon or neglect respectable professions to 
follow this questionable calling, ; : 

Wherever these species of commercial traders are concerned, an investi- 
= into the soundness of the speculation is necessary. Sometimes they 

ve good properties in hand, the value of which cannot bedoubted, This 
is, however, of secondary importance to them. They erect machinery 
where it is not necessary; incur needless expenses ; obtain men to write 
delusive reports,—for, we regret to say, such has been the case,—they 
spread most flattering and crorenemns teteaenee, recommending the 

as a sound investment to the public, which there is no doubt 
it would have been, in many cases, if properly Their shares 
are, however, carried up to a premium; the majority are sold; a few are 
kept for the sake of appearances; the shareholders are called together ; 
the t, a willing tool, isnot present; the report of the directors is read, 
and hs waiatunale proprietary are told that the committee were not 
miners, and it was a great error of em pes on their part in allowing 
themselves to be guided by the agent, thus the comedietta ends. 

It is useless here to mention the number of mines where this farce has 
been gone through ; in too many at this present time the system is being 
carried out. The Attorney-General’s bill will, no doubt, make committees 
of management more careful for the future of the moneys entrusted to their 
charge; but nothing will more conduce to a healthy spirit of commercial 
enterprise, than constant caution on the part of the shareholders, With 
— to mining especially, it is a source of regret to find that occasion- 

among those ised as ble men, and who direct the market 
in London, a spirit of fair dealing is not exercised towards their clients. 
Shares have been sold, and the money obtained for them, previous to their 
having been purchased; and when these could not be delivered, excuses 
ond cabtategee of all grades have been resorted to. This has occurred 
not only in one instance, but in several, and is now a matter of public 
comment. It becomes incumbent not only on those who are concerned in 
mining, but likewise all well-wishers to mineral enterprise, to put an end 
to these great scandals, and endeavour to sweep away these crying evils. 





The examination of a railway and mining share dealer in the Bank- 
ruptey Court, this week, has caused some excitement, and no little indig- 
nation, among respectable brokers in the market; especially as from no 
complaint having ever been made against the party in question, no sus- 
picion was entertained that he had been guilty of the mito geopes 
against him—that of having received money for shares which he had never 
delivered, nor even purchased. That such a practice exists on the Stock 
Ex , or among respectable brokers, or dealers, in the mining market, 
as stated by his solicitor, is, we have reason to believe, a gross calumny. 
That a system of “ bearing” and “‘ bulling” stock, or shares, for the ac- 
count or settling day, exists among dealers is well known; but, on ac- 
count days, settlements are arranged, shares delivered, and ditferences paid 
or received, as the case may be. The duty of a broker, however, is to 
execute the orders sent to him on the = receives them, to deliver the 
transfers within a reasonable time, and then receive payment; for it has 
never been a practice with res brokers on the mining market, ex- 
cept in special cases, to ask for payment beforehand, and we must say, 
that it appears to us more caution should have been exercised in remitting 
money in the cases referred to, previous to the delivery of the stock. 











The great movement of the country is towards aneing. In every part 
of the empire great activity prevails in this respect, and powerful combi- 
nations of moneyed men are forming for the development of many known 
districts of mineral wealth. We have long foreseen that the current was 
rapidly coming to the flow, and although monetary matters retarded, and 
do retard still, to a certain extent, the operations of this nature, it was 
clear that a material change would speedily be produced. It was impos- 
sible for any reflecting person to come to any other conclusion, who ex- 
amined the statistical returns of the exports of ores and metallic manufac- 
tures, It was impossible for the trade to increase in such a marked manner 
without a corresponding increase being peedenes in the yield of the raw 
material, and hence great animation has been given to existing mines, and 
inducements held out for the formation of new undertakings. Last year, 
the value of the ex of articles identified with mining was 27,000,000/., 
and this year it is calculated it will reach about 35,000,000/, This 
mere increase of 6,000,000/. or 8,000,000/. is of itself evidence that activity 
must prevail, and that more capital must be brought to bear on the 
mining interests of the country. t 
Of the beneficial result of capital applied to home mining, when judi- 
diously laid out and managed, we have an example in the Devonshire 


Great Consolidated Copper Mining Company, a report from the directors 
of which appeared in our last Journal. It was the thirteenth annual meet- 


ing at which the statement was laid before the shareholders, who had the 
satisfaction of dividing, as dividends for the year, the’sum of 64,512/., or 
at the rate of 632. per share; yet the shareholders’ capital is represented 
1024/, in the same number of shares of 1/, each. This is no mere ac- 
cidental appropriation of profits to the extent named, but may be regarded 
as the customary benefit accruing to the proprictors; for, taking the 
amount paid since the commencement of the undertaking, we find that 
the average is upwards of 42/, per share per annum, which upon the sum 
originally invested is equal to 4200 per cent per annum. In addition to 
the amount mentioned as interest, a rest, or reserve fund of upwards of 
30,000/, continued in the hands of the company, while the estimated 
value of ore at surface and underground is set down at 42,822/. Alto- 
gether the property and assets represent a total of 134,968/.; and as the 
capital and liabilities are or as 12,965/., it necessarily follows that a 
of no less than 121,403/. stands to the credit of the undertaking, 

or equal to 118/, 10s. per share, From this balance a further di- 
vidend of 122. per share was declared by the directors at the meeting yes- 
terday, and yet a cash balance of 29,688/. still continues at their disposal. 
Supposing, therefore, that the immediate winding-up of the affairs of 
the association was determined upon, an original holder would have re.

Of winding-up, however, there can 
be little apprehension, as must be plain to all who read the report, and 
there is every probability of increasing profits for a long period to come. 
The renewal of the lease, with extended lands on the course of the lodes, 
justifies the expectation of even still more lucrative times for the fortunate 
olders of the shares; and the report of Capt. James Ricwarps shows an 
amount of ore ground laid open and available which would be quite fabu- 
lous to persons unacquainted with the truths of mining enterprise in this 
country. Nearly 68,800 tons is the aggregate valuation, and so minutely 
is the estimate laid down, that there cannot be misapprehension in the

With such undertakings at home, is 
it not sheer madness to embark capital in similar undertakings abroad? 
The day for such ruinous projects has, however, passed away we trust, 
and certain it is that those who do d the caution so constantly 
given meet now with no sympathy in their misfortunes. There is plenty 
Sf room ia this country for active mining operations, and everything shows 


that the feeling is generally op to all foreign schemes; while the 
profits resulting from home mining far exceed the benefits of any other 
description of British enterprise, and, consequently, present inducements 
for investment of no ordinary kina. 








Nothing can be more certain than the effects of supply and demand ; 
they are sure to find their level. Some weeks since we predicted inereased 
business in the Birmingham metal manufactures, as the result of cheaper 
rates for copper and tin; the very high prices of these metals had seriously 
crippled the manufactures, it being next to impossible to raise the price of 
es = in proportion to the price of metal. We are now informed that great 
activity exists, and orders are more abundant; this is a good sign for 
miners, as the present rates for minerals are sufficiently high to be remu- 
nerative to all parties, and to inspire confidence on all sides. That the 
demand will be continuous need not be feared ; the recent check to ma- 
nufacture was solely brought about by the unduly high prices of metals. 
How they attained such rates must be best known to the dealers; how- 
ever, they gave an impetus to mining that has done a vast amount of good, 
and will continue to do so, It is with sincere pleasure we continue to re- 
ceive favourable accounts from most of our mining districts. Though 
copper and tin are not so high as they have been, the miner appears satis- 
fied, and if the price suit the consumer all will be well. 

Now, the Government appears to be in a settled state, the supplies of 
bullion increasing, and the prospects of an abundant season apparent; we 
think the mining interest has nothing whatever to fear, but all to hope. 
There, perhaps, never was a period when the prospects for the mining 
— were more favourable; the materials consumed in mines— 

emp, tallow, timber, and the other heavy expensive articles of consump- 
tion—are (thanks to the Russian war being concluded) at a moderate price. 
Extensive orders are given by some of the leading mines for supplies of 
this sort, that had been withheld in consequence of excessive prices, thus 
illustrating the effect of supply and demand in the manner we commenced 
this article. As surely as any one object of general consumption gets un- 
duly dear, the demand will fall off until the price reaches a legitimate level. 








On a former occasion we made a few brief remarks on the gente 
of the exportation of grain from Australia to this country. e alluded 
more especially to the opening up of the fertile corn lands of the interior 
by the construction of railways throughout the different colonies, While 
ictoria has been sending forth her gold at the rate now of one million 
sterling per month, South Australia has been reer the richness of 
her surface soil by an equal comparative expansion of her agricultural pro- 
duce. Victoria, however, has seen the necessity of due attention being 
given to this point as well as to the precious metals, and is now beginning 
to reap the benefit. Hitherto her chief supply has been imported from the 
sister colony of South Australia, Val , and Chili, and during the 
ear 1856 the value of grain brought in was nearly two miilious sterling. 
his amount will be much decreased during the present year from the fact 
that a much greater extent of land is under tillage, and it is expected that 
in about two years Victoria will be independent of such imports, This is 
without respect to railways; but iftheir expansion be rapid it is more than 
probable that the colony will export grain before the expiration of the pe- 
riod named, Preparations, in fact, are already made for the transmission 
of wheat to England from South Australia in anticipation of a cessation of 
demand from Victoria. This is a very important state of things, and as 
these hitherto distant colonies are now brought into such close proximity 
to the mother country by the great acceleration of steam conveyance, it is 
impossible to foresee the effect which may be produced in our general im- 
port trade in grain. By many it is supposed that Australia will ultimately 
render us perfectly independent of Russiain this respect, while the quality 
of the wheat in South Australia and Victoria is far superior in all re- 
spects tothat from Odessa. The harvest is over throughout the colonies, 
and the crops have been secured in excellent condition. ‘‘ The question, 
therefore, arises,” says a corespondent, ** what is to be done with the pro- 
duce ?” hence England is looked to for taking off the surplus, more espe- 
cially as it is calculated there will be a clear profit of 103. per quarter. 
It will, moreover, furnish freight direct home to the large tonnage which 
now leaves Port Phillip in ballast for the Indian ports, Callao, and other 
laces, in search of cargoes to Europe. It is a well-known fact that the 
ndon fleet, which is so highly appreciated in the colonies, are often 
obliged to remain for long periods—indeed, it is only in the wool season 
that a return freight can be quickly obtained. 

That capitalists are now directing their attention to our Australian colo- 
nies is evidenced clearly by the rapidly increasing export trade, as shown 
by the returns from the Board of Trade, together with the various projects 
now under organisation in this country for the construction of railways, 
docks, and other great works, particularly in Victoria, That this colony 
should be the first to be brought under the consideration of English enter- 
prise is natural from the fact of the vast treasures of gold which she pos. 
sesses, and of which railways will facilitate the transmission, as well as re- 
duce materially the cost of such transmission. Again, docks are absolutely 
necessary for the due and punctual carrying out of the trans-oceanic trade 
and commerce of the colony. This cannot be better evidenced than by re- 
ference to the fact that the Oneida, the safety of which there was so much 
doubt, was compelled to go to Sydney to make good the necessary re- 
pairs, whereas, if there had been a proper place for her —— in Port 
Phillip Bay, the delay in the transmission of her mails would have been 
trifling and the apprehension as to the safety of her passengers wholly re- 
moved, It is indeed surprising that this great defect as respects the ship- 
ping interests of Victoria has not been long removed by the construction 
of wet and dry docks, more especially as many eligible sites present them- 
selves, and as the bay is, at times, both tedious and dangerous in its navi- 
gation. It seems to us wise, therefore, to establish this desideratum either

Railways and 
docks are necessary links in the scheme for rendering our Australian colo- 
nies lucrative corn-producing districts for home supply; and, therefore, 
every encouragement should on to undertakings of this nature which 
present feasibility on the face of the plan with prospect of beneficial ad- 
vantage to those who embark their capital for such purposes.

THE MINING AND INDUSTRIAL INTERESTS OF CORNWALL, 
[PROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN WEST CORNWALL.] 

May 21.—The standard last week was again well sustained, and each 
week’s sale since the reduction in the price of fine copper has tended to 
the conclusion that the smelters will keep up the price to 126l. per ton. 
At the corresponding sale of last year ore copper sold at 95/. 14s. per ton; 
last week the price given was 104/, 12s. per ton. On June 25, last year, 
the price of cake copper dropped from 126/. to 1077. 10s, per ton. That 
no such a fall is contemplated now is pretty evident, from the smelters 
giving the miners so much more for ore copper than they did in May last 
year. The price now given for ore copper is but slightly different from 
the pricesin the corresponding weeks of 1854 and 1855, and in these years 
the price of fine copper was maintained at 126/. perton. We may, there- 
fore, hope and expect that the same price will be adhered to during the 
ensuing summer. The advantageous position of the copper miner, as com- 


pared with his circumstances last year, may be judged of by the follow- 
ing comparison of ores sold :—

After making allowance for the difference in produce, it appears that 
the miners received last week 12s. per ton more than they did at the cor- 
responding sale of last year; and that difference upon the ores sold last 
week (4765 tons) shows 2859/. to the advantage of the miners more than 
they would have received for the same ores, if sold twelve months ago, 
Scarcely anything more is needed to show that copper mining must be 
now in a healthy condition, having a good price for ores to ensure its pro- 
sperity—not so high a price as in the first month of the present year, 
when it rose to a figure beyond precedent, but still a remunerative price, 
satisfactory to the miners, and also, we believe, to the manufacturers, who 
would rather that there should be a reasonable price maintained without 
fluctuations than that there should be such sudden changes of prices as 
occurred last year, to the serious detriment of business. It is gratifying 
to see that in the manufacturing districts the trades into which copper 
enters as a raw material have improved since the reduction to 126/. per 
ton, especially the brass foundry trade. Should then, that rate, and the 
present standard for copper ores, be maintained, it is evident that 1857 will 
be a more prosperous and remunerative year for copper mining than was 
1856. Whether it will be a more active year in the way of share dealing 
is another question, the event of which will in a considerable degree de- 
pend upon the money market; but already there are circumstances in- 
ducing the opinion that a favourable change in our monetary relations is 
at hand, and whenever that change is realised mining, as well as other 
branches of industry, will receive a beneficial impulse. 

The drop last week in the price of tin has reduced black tin to 1397. per 
ton, which is still 67. above last year’s quotations, black tin in May, 1856, 
having been 133/, per ton; so that, notwithstanding two reductions since 
the commencement of the present year, tin mining is yet more remunera- 
tive than it wasin 1856. There are apprehensions with some parties that 
there will be a further decline about Midsummer, and it is said that the 
very large production of Great Wheal Vor must have a permanent effect 
upon prices.

The Mining School at Truro does not appear to be making much pro- 
gress in the way of attracting pupils. The master of the mining depart- 
ment has lately accompanied the students to Weat Seton, the United, and 
other mines; and there seems to be some advantage in this, as compared 
with mining schools in other parts of the kingdom. But the feeling 
amongst mine agents is, as heretofore, that the school ought to have been 
established in the midst of a mining locality, within a few minutes’ walk 
of mines, where enquiring students would have the practical operations 
constantly before their eyes, and might frequently go underground to ob- 
serve for themselves, and learn from experienced miners and agents. It 
was said there was not money enough subscribed to meet the expenses of 
the institution, and to provide a laboratory away from Truro (where there 
was one before existing); and thus, in fixing the school at Truro, the 
convenience and efficiency of the mining department were surrendered to 
the necessities of the chemical department. From what I hear, there does 
not seem much probability that the school will be supported at Truro be- 
yond the three years for which subscriptions have been made. But could 
not an effort be put forward for establishing a school at Redruth or Cam- 
borne, in the midst of the mines, and there furnishing it with a labora- 

? As long as the school is carried on at Truro I do not believe it 
will succeed. Will not the Members for West Cornwall (Mr. Michael 
Williams and Mr. Richard Davey) turn their attention to this subject, 
and take upon themselves the initiative for the establishment of a really 
useful mining institution for the county ? 

In connection with such an institution there might be formed a museum, 
containing models of improved machinery, and specimens of improved 
materials for mining purposes. For example, a model of Zenner’s rotat- 
ing buddle is now placed in the Museum of the Royal Institution, at Truro, 
and its action is explained to the students of the Mining School. Thisis 
said to be a really useful machine, and mine agents would do well to turn 
their attention to it. 

It was noticed in the Journal that at the last meeting of South Frances 
adventurers, objection was made to the chief agent occupying so much of 
his time in inspecting various mines in different parts of the county, for 
adventurers or intending purchasers in those mines, It is well known 
that the practice of mine inspection is increasing, and it is a very good 
sign of the times, as showing that persons are more cautious than they 
were formerly, and consequently are not so likely to be deceived by fal- 
lacious reports. But no managing agent can reasonably expect that the 
adventurers who employ him will allow him to be very a absent 
from his duties in the superintendence of their own mine. This ab- 
senteeism, however, has been an increasing evil for some time past, on 
the part of chief agents of some of the best mines in the county; and 
South Frances shareholders are not the only ones who have felt that they 
had reason to complain of the usage. But to South Frances adventurers 
belongs the merit of first speaking out on the subject, and their doing so 
will perhaps operate as a check on their own and otheragents. And there 
is another evil adventurers complain of, which is, that agents undertake 
the superintendence of too many mines. This is a matter which should 
be looked into, and if it is thought that the direction of the workings of 
several smaller mines call an agent away too often from the affairs of the 
mine which principally employs him, such a course must be checked and 
stopped. It isa healthy symptom that adventurers in the present day 
are beginning to look more and more particularly into their own affairs, 
and are disposed to see that agents and pursers properly attend to the 
duties of their respective offices. 

Bat although it is a great evil when agents are very much absent from 
the mine which mainly employs them, it can scarcely be expected, and 
should not be exacted, that they should altogether cease from inspecting 
other mines. By so doing, they realise an important addition to their 
incomes, and not only so, but confer, in many instances, a benefit upon 
those who are seeking to invest in mines, and who want information and 
advice. Uatil a class of mine inspectors shall arise, experienced, honest, 
and reliable men, who will make it their business and profession to in- 
spect mines, without being connected with any particular one, the pre- 
sent system would seem to be a necessity, and is only open to reprehension 
in its abuse, which is, when the chief agents of our large mines give too 
much time to the inspection of other mines, and are thus prevented from 
giving that close and unremitting attention which they ought to give to 
the affairs and working of their own mine,

May 21.—We have nothing new to notice this week with regard to the 

iron trade, which continues to maintain a degree of firmness and activity 

that is likely to extend throughout the present year. The demand for home 


consumption is steady, but the orders for export are large and increasing, 
a fact fully borne out by the rapid increase in our shipments. 

The coal trade maintains an average steadiness considering the season, 
and were the export trade better cultivated, we should have a leas accu- 
mulation of stock and better prices would be realised. 

The success of lead mining in Derbyshire is becoming daily more ap- 
parent. The Eyam mine is looking well, and this week the shares have 
been sold at 57/., 57. 2s. 6d. paid. Chapel Dale shares remain stationary 
as regards price, and they have been dealt in at } premium. 

We have endeavoured at some trouble to present weekly a report of the 
operations of the North Derbyshire Company, which has been established 
under the most favourable circumstances, and whose chances of success are 
regarded with a degree of certainty, greater than is usually done in min- 
ing affairs. We ascertained that a large speculator who held upwards of 
500 shares, had suddenly thrown the whole of them upon the market, and 
having disposed of them he left the country regretted by none, except those 
whose claims he had forgotten to liquidate. This had the effect of glut- 
ting the market and depreciated for a time the value of the shares, but we 
advised the shareholders not to be alarmed at what was mn in the 
market but to hold their interest until the works at the mine had been put 
in order. The shares are now eagerly enquired after, but there are no sel- 
lers, except at a premium ; indeed, we should not be surprised if the stock 
of this company is not quoted at double its present price in a very short 
time.

STOCK, MINING, AND RAILWAY SHARES IN IRELAND. 
(FROM OV& CORRESPONDENT IN DUBLIN.) 

May 21,—There has been a reaction this week on the late advance in 

the stock market, and prices have fallen about 10s. per cent. ; prices of 

shares, however, were well maintained, and the ease which seemed likely 


to take place in the money market gave a stimulus to business, which was 
more active, both in the stock and railway share markets, while mining shares were 
dull. The following are the latest quotations :—Consols, 923,; New 3 per Cents., 
92% ; National Bank, 34% ; Royal Bunk, 22% ; National Insurance, 274 ; Patriotic 
Insurance, 7% ; Consumers’ Gus, 7%; ; Mining Company of Ireland, 15% ; Cork and 
Passage Railway, 12; Belfast Junction, 41'y ; Dundalk and Enniskillen, 134 ; Great 
Southern and Western, 104; Irish South-Eastern, 744 ; Midland Great Western, 51; 
Waterford and Limerick, 23. 

The Great Southern and Western Railway Company are now about issuing to the 
proprietary, pro rata, at par, 100,000/, new stock, wnich they find it necessary to 
create to pay for some extensions. Notwithstanding this, the marketable stock has 
been gradually rising, while at the same time the last week’s traffic shows a decline 
of about 700/., and on the 20 weeks of this half-year a total decline of 7476/. 

The illaminating gas from peat is now going ahead, several new orders having 
been received by the inventor, Mr. Johnson, at the Monasterevan Distillery, where 
it has now been at work for some months, The invention is becoming daily more 
appreciated, and tue saving has been found to be very considerable, the cost o: light- 
ing the establishment now being only about one-fourth what it was before. 

Some time since, I drew your attention to slate quarries in the south-west of Ire- 
land, from which specimen slates and flags were forwarded to Mr. G. E. Magnus, of 
the celebrated Pimlico Slate-works, and who reported very favourably upon their 
character, and who considered those forwarded him, though only taken from the top 
of the quarry, to be almost equal as roofing slates to the Bangor slates, It will be 
satixfactory to know that the quarries to which I allude are progressing most favour- 
ably, there being at present a cargo of most excellent quality ready for shipment. 
There is no reason why Ireland should be dependent for ber supply of slates upon 
Welsh quarries, while she ebundently —— within the limits of her own shores 
slates which are equal to any that can be produced elsewhere; but enterprise, skill 
in working, &c., which I trust will no longer be found —- have bitherto been 
deficient, and the consequence has been that we must import from other countries 
what we could produce profitably at home.

BRISTOL MINING SCHOOL, 
The lecture on Monday was given by Mr, G. C. Greenwell, it being his 
second lecture on “ Ventilation.” In commencing, Mr. Greenwell re- 
ferred to his description of the principal gases met with in mining, as given 
in his former leeture. Hydrogen, in combination with carbon and atmos. 


pheric air, formed the most explosive compound, and carbonic acid acted 
a8 @ mineral! poison, On this occasion he would direct attention to some important 
particulars respecting the air-ways and the properties of air, as practically exhibited 
and utilised in the ventilation of mines. He had before shown, by a model, the effi- 
ciency of furnace ventilation, and that the effect of opening a door in a way commu- 
nicating directly with the downcast and upcast shafts was not so considerable in in- 
jaring the ventilation, where the air-ways and upcast were spacious, as was generally 
supposed. The friction of the current of air in mines was inversely as the square of 
the area of the air-way, and directly as the length of the air-way, so that if the area 
were increased from 10 to 23, the friction would be reduced by three-fourths; and by 
reducing tbe length one-half, the friction would be lessened by one-half. This was 
of great value in practice, as it showed the advantages to be derived from judiciously 
spli ting the air; in doing which it was often necessary to carry currents of air across 
each other, by means of arches, and to regulate the supply of air to the respective dis- 
triets, by contracting the area of the shortest air-way. 

This contraction might be effected by sliding doors, which were to be constructed so 
as to lock for different spaces of contruction, to pievent anyone tampering with the 
supply of air. When the aperture of the regulator was filled with air, in effect it bee 
came a stopping. By splitting the air current, you at once increase the area of the 
air-way, and diminished its length, removing in part the two principal causes of frice 
tion, and producing a corresponding increase inthe general ventilation. The furnace 
was, perhaps, the best and most practicable means made use of to assist ventilation, 
Any contraction of the furnace arch, caused ) As ~ fire. wall at the inner end of the 
bars, might be obviated by giving a littie rise iuc.ination to the arch, and the danger 
of explosion at the furnace removed by the use of a dumb drift, 

Air was made to expand 1-480th part of its volume at a temperature of 32°, for 
every additional degree of heat, Fubrenbeit; so that the difference in the length of the 
downeast and upcast columns of air of equal weight would be the aistance through 
which the downcast column of air bad to jall in vacuo. Supposing the dist to 
16 ft., then by the law respecting falling bodies, the rate of air per second might be 
easily calculated, making the necessary allowance for the resistance due w fhic- 
tion. Various mechanical contrivances had been applied to assist ventilation, but it 
was questionable whether any of them had in any degree superseded the furnace, 
The mode of high-pressure steam, as suggested by Mr, Gurney, had been thoroughly 
tested at the Seaton Delaval Colliery, where it was proved that the increase of air-way 
was due not so much to the jets of steam as to the heat ofthe boilers. The inventor had 
lost sight of the disparity between the length of tubes in a locomutive and the length 
of an upcast shaft. 

Mr. Buddle’s machine was next noticed, the defect in which was in the leakage of 
the piston. An improvement in this respect was effected by a Cornishman, who con- 
structed a piston to work in water, but was defective in exhausting the air by only 
one stroke of the piston. By a combination of these two inventions Mr. Struvé had 
obviated both defects, but an objection, to all bines, was their liability to 
get out of order and to suspend the ventilation, and the cost of many of them both in 
the purchase and to keep them at work,

- "Aoprietors, The past year had been, to Ireland and to their establishment, one 
oF ‘anmixed prosperity. Ireland itself has in all respecis flourished and prospered — 
every department of business in that country has prospered; and, although the rate 
Of interest has kept up at an unusually bigh sum, atill he believed toat commercial 
transactions had been, upon tne whole, profitable, and that there had been, com pa- 
ratively «peaking, very few failures, (Hear.) He did not wish to occupy mach of their 
time in speaking of the prosperity of the country ; but there were two or three facts 
which had been stated in this room, which must continue to attract great interest 
with regard tolIreland. In the first place, there was the constant dimination of pau- 
perism, which was really wonderful. The condition of the poor in Ireland was, hap- 
pily, very different from what it was a few yearsago. He found from the accounts, 
which had been made up for the year to Sept. 29, 1851, the expenditure for the poor 
was 1,167,000/. The accounts, made up to Sept., 1856, for the like period, showed 
576,399/., this was a diminati ding more than one-half; but from that sum 
of 576,390/., there was to be deducted nearly 220,000/. for the establishments, and the 
various officers connected with them. So that, in point of fact, the money really 
distributed for the poor was only 362,000/. This was a state of things which could 
not fail to be satisfactory to all those who were connected with Ireland ; and it was 
gratifying to know that the introduction of the p: »r-law system, notwithstanding the 
Opposition to it, had produced the most happy results up to this time; wages have 
increased, the poor of the country principally cultivate the land, and the labouring 
population were reduced in number, perhaps, lower than they should be, but emi- 
gration had now almost ceased, and much was done to improve the land, In illus- 
tration of the fact, he would read some extracts from the report of the Commissioners 
of Poblic Works in Ireland ;—“ In making our annual report on the operations under

But, the moment the board found what was their posi- 
tion, they felt that the time had come when the shareholders had a right to partici- 
pate in the profits, and therefore determined to pursue the course they did. They 
had considered it best to equalise the bonus by a payment at Christmas instead of 
making a larger one upon the present occasion. His great principle and desire was 
to keep the dividend as equable as possible. It must be obvious to everybody that, 
with increased liabilities and increased scope of business, they must have a larger 
amount of reserve fund. They never would divide more than would leave them ina 
perfectly secure position and an ample reserved fund. But, when they had attained 
that, he thought they were entitled to the overplus. Those reasons have induced the 
board to make the bonus they now propose, which will bean additional 10s. per share, 
making the bonus 30s. instead of 1/., and making the dividend thus paid for the year 
18 percent. In the face of the increasing dividend as they might call it, the * rest” has 
gone on increasing, and it now stands at a higher amount than it bas ever reached 
since the bank was established. In March, 1855, after paying everything, the ** rest ” 
was 162,0002,; in the year 1856, efter paying bonus, &c., it reached 196,000/.; and 
this year, after paying a double bonus, the “rest”? amounts to 225,000/. ; so that they 
had gone on increasing the *! rest” with increasing dividends, They hoped, therefore, 
that the shareholders would not think the board had been imprudent in making an 
additional bonus. He had now to say one word upon the bank itself, and he was sure 
it would be satisfactory to all to know that day by day they were striking deeper root 
in the affections and interests of Ireland. The whole number of the proprietors was 
967, and of that number 660 were in Ireland, eo that the number of proprietors was 
Sreater in Ireland than in England; but the ramifications of their business connex- 
ion was great; every day persons came to them attracted oy the honourable charac- 
ter they sustained and by the parties knowing their mode of doing business, and the 
interests of their pockets.

Cast Sreey.—Mr. J. B. Howell, Sheffield, has patented an invention, 
the novelty of which consists in using what is commonly known as the“ scale” which 
falls off steel or iron during the process of hammering or rolling, in addition to the in- 
gredients in common use for making cast steel. He does not confine himself to the use 
of any given quantity of the said scale, as that must be determined by the particular 
temper of steel required for any special purpose. ‘The object of this invention is to 
make a — quality of cast steel or a homogeneous meta! from the commoner 
k inds of iron. 


Inon.—Mr. T. C. Hinde, by his improved process in manufacturing 
iron, takes the red oxides of iron or the hematites in the raw state, but when he em- 
ploys ores which may contain phosphorus, sulphur, &c., that can be volati'ised, he 
prefers to calcine the ores, He then places the ore in a furnace, in alternate layers 
of charcoal, coke, or other carbonaceous matter. A covering of some incombustible 
material (as fine tiles or sand) is laid over the top, and he then applies fire externally, 
gradually getting the furnace up to as high a heat as can be applied without melting the 
materials, As the affinity of the carbon for the oxygen of the ore is developed by the 
temperature of the furnace during the descent of the ore, the reduction of the ore 
takes place, and the last portion of oxygen being withdrawn, metallic iron remains 
in a spongy mass, containing the earthy portions of the original ores mechanically 
mixed with it. In this state the iron is malleable; if broken up n.uch of the earthy 
matter will fall out from its pores, and it may even be welded, It is, however, ad- 
visable to carry on the carbonisation in the furnaces till it becomes cither of a strong 
steely nature, or with more carbon assumes the character of grey forge pig iron, and 
finally, by a still more prolonged cementation with the carbon, it imbibes so much 
as to bea seeped grey foundry iron, It is next taken to the blast furnace, but 
there remains nothing more to do than to melt the converted ore with limestone or 
other flux. The metallic iron contained in the converted ore trickles down to the 
hearth, while the limestone seizing the earthy residuam, fluxes with it, and form- 
the cinder, whicn is allowed to run off in the usval manner; the iron aleo is tapped 
out at the bottom, and runs into the moulds provided for it as in the ordinary way 
of working. 


Coatine Meratiic anp Otuer Survaces.—Mr. John McInnes, of 
Liverpool, has patented animproved surface mineral coating for protecting iron and 
‘ther substances The comp un is emery, spirit varnish (lac and spirits of wine), 
castor oil, an! liquid ammonia. Itis said that the substance, after the spirit has eva- 
porated, presents a stony surface, not acted on by water or steam. 


Castinc Merats.—Mr. Leffler, Old Broad-street, has designed an ap- 
paratus to ensure the casting of solid ingots and other masses of metal, applicable 
chiefly to the casting of iron and steel as manufactured under Bessemer’s process. 
The metal when converted in the furnace is, according to the present plan, run directly 
into moulds, but being then in a boiling state its sudden cooling in the mould produces 
very imperfect castings. To avoid this he proposes to run the metal into an iron 
tilting ladle lined with fire clay, which is mounted on an axie that forms a binge for 
the ladle to turn upon, This axle runs through lugs formed near the pouring lip of 
the ladle. A “ cam” or other suitable mechanical equivalent is employed for lifting 
the iadie on its hinge or fulerum and pouring the molten metal (after the violent 
ebullition has subsided) into the moulds, When one of a series of moulds is filled, 
the ladle may be slidden laterally on its axle and the lip brought opposite an empty 
mould, and this being in its turn filled, the ladie is again moved laterally into a line 
with the next succeeding mould of the ecries, and itis in like manner filled in its turn; 
or the ingot or other moulds may be mounted on a moveable carriage and brought 
severally ina line with the pouring lip of the tilting ladle, which in that case will 
have only the tilting motion imparted to it.

Two or three of these 
operations have already taken place, and so eminently successfu! were they, as to in- 
duce the engineers to attempt another ona much larger scale, The extent of Thurs- 
day’s operation may be imagined when it is understood that the arrangements for it 
contemplated the displacement of 120,000 tons of rock, by the application of 18,000 lbs. 

At the last moment, the engineers determined still further to extend 
the operation, and for this purpose two additional chambers of mines were prepa: ed 
making the weight of gunpowder used 25,000 |bs., and the body of rock displace 
135,000 tons.

Conversion or Inon 1nto SteEL.—The Abbe Pauvert, a French cler- 
gyman, and Chevalier of the Legion ot Honour, bas it is said, at length solved the 
problem of converting English iron into steel. M. Meslin, acting on behalf of the 
abbe, has made experiments in the Dockyard, Woolwich, during the last week, by 
authority of the Government, and in the presence of the principal officers of the en- 
gineer department and other official personages. He has succeeded in proving to 
their satisfaction that he can produce steel of a very superior quality from the most 
ordinary cast and puddied iron, and pieces of iron in any state, at an extraordinary 
reduction in price. M. Pauvert has secured bis invention by a patent from the British 
Government. The articles of newly-invented steel tested at the dockyard were ciip- 
ping tools, chisels, taps, dies, and other instruments in general use in factories. ‘The 
cunversion of the metal does not require the slightest change in the arrangements of 
the smelting furnace, the system being posed of chemical operations alone.
